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ASSERTS HOSPITAL 
BILL OPENS WAY 10 
POLITICAL ABUSES 


Comptroller Taussig Tells 
House Committee Investi- 
gating City Institutions 
That There Is No Limit to 
Possible Evils Measure 
Would Render Possible. 


TESTIFIES AFTER 
4 INTERNES RESIGN 


City Official Objects to Sug- 
gestions Made for Financ- 
ing the Various Hospitals 
and Favors Specific Sums 
for Specific Nees. 


Comptroller Taussig, testifying Thurs- 
day before the House of Delegates com- 
mittee of inquiry into tie city charitable 
institutions, advised strongly against 
the passage of the proposed hospital de- 
partment ordinance. He said there was 
no limit to the abuses, political and 
otherwise, which it wovld render possi- 
ble. 

His testimony was begun shortly aft- 


er the resignation of four city hospital 
internes, due in part to criticisms made 
in the inquiry, was announced. 

“T do not mean to reflect on the pres- 
ent Hospita! Board,” he said, “but we 
have no assurance as to how future 
hospital boards will be composed. 

“This bill would give the board too 
much power, and would leave the city’s 
fisca] authorities and the ways and 
means committees of the Assembly in 
the dark as to the amounts needed. 

Classes of Employes. 

“The number of cmployes in the in- 
atitutions Is nowhere definitely stated 
in the bill, and the board could, if it 
did not proceed discretely, exhaust its 
approp@ation before the: close of the 
fiscal year. When the street department 
runs out of funds, it can stcp work for 
awhile, but the institutions have to go 
on, 

“The bill divides employes into eight 
classes, and there is no Himit to the 
manner in which those of one class 
can be shifted to another class. 

“The city, with a revenue of $10,- 
000,000 a year, is now paying $7,000,000 a 
year in salaries. If we increase salaries 
as asked in this bill, other departments 
will be demanding increases. The sal- 
ary subject is one that should be taken 
up for the city government as a whole, 
rather than for any one branch of it.’ 


Favors Separate Bilis. 

Delegate Hale asked the comptroller 
what would be done if the hospital had 
only # nurses when 50 were needed 
He replied that ordinances should be 
passed creating the additional positions. 

“But suppose,” persisted Hale, ‘‘that 
there was a House of Delegates that 
wouldn't pass any ordinance? Don’t 
you know we have such a House of Del- 
éxates now?” 

“If that fs the case,”’ 
“it is unfortunate.” 

Wouldn't Take Bars Dowa. 

“It would be just as reasonable,” con- 
tirrued Taussig, ‘‘to ask the city to throw 
down the bars to all the departments to 
hire all the help that they please as to 
permit the Hospital Board to do so.” 

Here Delegate Igoe produced a copy 
of the munictpal.ecode and read a section 
which provides for other departments 
hiring extra draftsmen and carpenters 
in emergencies. 

Taussig admitted that the section 
made that provision, but pointed out 
that the putting on of extra employes 
was subject to the approval of the 
Mayor and the President of the Board 
of Public Improvements. 

“That is as it should be,” said Taus- 
sig. “No provision of that sort is 
made in the hospital bill, If approval 
of the Mayor and Comptroller to in- 
crease employes is provided for, I 
have. no objection to the arrange- 
ment.

Elastic Authority.

The complexions of St -Charles women 
are being ruined, Mrs. Laura Linde- 
man declared to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday, by the odors. from St. 
Louis garbage. 

Mrs. Lindeman is one of the St. 
(Charles women who were subpenaed 
as witnesses in the hearing of officials 
of the Standard Reduction and Chemical 
Co., on charges of contempt of: court, 
Secretary Anderson, Supt. Floyd and 
Assistant Superintendent McDermott of 
the company are accused of operating 
the reduction plant at Sands,St. Louis 
County, in such a way as to create an 
intolerable nuisance in thé néighbor- 
hood and in St. Charles, across the Mis- 
souri River. They were ordered by 
Judge Wurdeman last January to abate 
the nuisance. 

Effect Called Dreadful, 

“The effect on our women is getting 
to be something dreadful,’’ said Mrs. 
Lindeman. ‘You can hardly see a rosy- 
cheeked girl or woman in St. Charles 
any more, or, if you do, yon may know 
she is from the country, out of the range 
of the terrible odors that we have to 
breathe daily. 

“St. Charles women, who were once 
as ruddy as any, have become pale, and 
in many cases sallow. It is the natural 
effect of the odors and fumes, which 


|cause frequent nausea, and which also 


seem to have their direct effect on the 


| skin.”’

Utters a Naughty Word. 

Charles Kaiser of Bonfils, St. Louis 
County, became so absorbed in his own 
recital of his grievances Thursday that 
he forgot he was in court and uttered a 
naughty word, for which he at once 
apologized.

IENERAL RAILWAY 
STRIKE IN ENGLAND 
‘CALLED BY UNION 


“Industrial War, Involving 600,- 


000 Men, Is Started After 
Conference. 


WARSHIP IS. SUMMONED 
Cruiser Stationed in Liverpool 
Harbor to Prevent Damage 
to Shipping.

LONDON, Aug. 17.—An industrial war 
has been declared and the employes on 
all railroad lines of the United King- 
dom will be called out at once. 

Day-long conferences at the Board of 
Trade proved fruitiess. The represen- 
tatives of the unions were irremovable 
from their standpoint that the man- 
agers of the railways had broken the 
letter and violated the spirit of the con- 
ciliation agreement. 

"We have come to the conclusion,” 
they told Sydney Buxton, president of 
the Board of Trade, “that the only way 


that will now be an effective road to 


peace ig that the companies shall con- 
sent to meet us.”’ 
Asquith Ofters Aid. 
It was at this point that Premier As- 
quith intervened and offered to appoint

CONDITIONS; HIS REASONS FOR 
$220,000 INCREASE IN SALARIES} 


ite 





In Exhaustive Interview He Discus- 
ses Conditions as Revealed 
by Municipal Investigation. 





Declares Not More Employes but 
Better Ones Are Needed to 
Remedy Conditions. 





R. JOHN C . MORFIT, who, in his official capacity 

as saat Commissioner, exercises complete 

| supervision over all the city eleemosynary institu- 
tions, in a careful and exhaustive interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Thursday morning, discussed conditions 
at the different hospitals. He pointed out how, in hia 
opinion, the city hospital bill, which he fathered, would 
bring about a reorganization of the hospital system 
and greatly improve prevailing conditions, 
Dr. Morfit’s bill. provides for an approximate in- 
crease in salaries of. $220,000, but of this .amount, he 
says, $65,000 will be needed for additional] help for the: 
new city hospital to be opened-soon, and $36,000 for 30 
additional dispensary physicians to be sent out on all 
ambulance calls to administer first aid treatment. 


Dr. Morfit’s Remedy. 


Dr. Morfit declared the pending bill remedies con- 
ditions in the following respects: 


(1) By providing salaries sufficient to obtain and 
retain efficient a in all sapsienenm ced of hospital 
service. 


(2) By giving the Hospital Commissioner authority 
to adopt modern business methods in the consolidation of 
ths several institutional drug. stores and laundriés into 
one drug store and one or two-iaundries, 


(3) By enabling hospital employes to, live at their 
homes, where they could have family ties and respohsi- 
bilities. 


‘4) By establishing a training school. for nurses 
for the purpose of educating nurses for all departments 
of hospital service. 


(5) By establishing a social service department to 
improve conditions in the home or surroundings of pa- 
tients, thereby preventing a recurrence of the disease. 

(6) By authorizing the employment of a dietitian to 
supervise the preparation of food for the sick, thereby 
improving the quality of the food as it is served in the 


hospitals.

Comptroller would not permit him to have an au- 
tomobile. He said the street, lighting, building, fire and 
other city departments Were given automobiles, but ‘that 
when he desired to visit the institutions he had to go by 
street car. 

If he had an automobile he said he could visit the in- 
stitutions much oftener, sometimes making complete 
rounds in a day.

“Whatever the shortcomings of the institutions may be 
now,” said Dr. Morfit, “they are due to lack of facilities.

Dr. Morfit daclaréa that edddttions at tha institutions 
were not nearly so bad as represented by witnesses be- 
fore the special investigating committee of the House of 
Delegates. In any institutions, handling 36500 patients 
daily, he said, irregularities were likely to occur, there 
would always be some persons who were dissatisfied, 
and.some times there would be accidents, 

He said he was willing to have all of the biased tes- 
timony against his management of the institutions 
brought out, ahd had advised all witnesses who had 
consulted him to go before the investigating committee 
and tell all they knew. 


(Witnesses testifying before the investigating com- 
mittee declared:there was @ tack of attendants at -the 
City Hospital, one or two nurses often having to take 
care of wards containing 40°to 60 patients.)

These figures show the constant shifting in 
employes of the hospital, and ought to be a demonstra- 
tion to any one familiar with business principles as to 
the inefficiency of the service that could be obtained 
from such help...

proportion of employes at the hospital to patients is now 
too large, and I believe with efficient help I could reduce 
it, but I would not definitely promise to do so. The 
poorly paid employes do thelr work indifferently, and 
have no interest in the welfare of the institution. It is a 
wonder, with such poorly paid help, that we get as good 
results as we do. 

“If we need a clerk now we have to start him at a 
salary of $40 a month, and that is all he can ever get. 
Under the system proposed in the bill, we can start em- 
ployes at $25 a month, if necessary or advisable, and 
promote them as they become more efficient. It would 
enable us to use tried business methods in the employ- 
ment of our help."’ 

(Former inmates of the institutions have appeared 
before the committee and complained of improper 
treatment at the hands of nurses, attendants and 
physicians.) 

‘MAJORITY ARE SATISFIED.” 

Discussing these cases generally, Dr. Morfit sald: 

“The great majority of the patients in the city institu- 
tions are well satisfied with their treatment.

“A dietitlan bears the same relation to the preparation 
of food for the sick as a druggist does in the preparation 
of medicine. ‘Now we could dispense with the druggist 
at the city hospital, and let the doctors and internes 
put up their own prescriptions. But the doctor, not ex- 
perienced in putting up drugs, might, in filling a pre- 
scription calling for a grain of strychnine, put it all in 
one or two pills, and somebody would be killed. The 
druggist, adept at his work, would properly distribute 
the stychnine throughout the dozen pills, and it would 
perform its proper functions.

GIRL BEARS CHILD 


WHILE A PRISONER 
~ OF MAN SHE LOVES 


Found in Office of Married Den- 
tist With Baby Four 
Months Old. 
MISSING FOR 18 MONTHS 
Parents of Girl Declare Man 


Who Won Daughter Used 
Hypnotic Power to Rule Her.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 17.—After 
living 15 months in a darkened room ad- 
joining the office of Dr. A. W. McDa- 


ivit, a dentist of San Bernardino, Miss 


‘Jessie McDonald, a high school girl of 
tnat city, was found with her 4-months- 
old child by detectives at midnight last 
night, 

The dentist, who has a wife and two 
children in San Bernardino, is in the 
ceunty jail there facing a statutory 


‘|charge, and the girl and her baby have 


been removed to the home of her pa- 
rents, which she left nearly two years 
'ago, because of her infatuation for Mo- 
Davitt. 

From developments since thé girl was 
found by officers, it is said the child 
ghe has now is the second one born to 
her since she made the office her home. 
A strange case of hypnotic power has 
developed and officers -who have been 
working on the case since the raid say 
the girl has been kept under a strange 
influence. 

Miss McDonald is 21 years old and 
handsome. She was a junior in the San 
Bernardino High School when she be- 
came acquainted with Mr. Davit. She 
went to him for professional] treat- 
ment and became infatuated with him. 
Their relations soon became known and 
the story reached the ears of the girl's 
father, D. McDonald, a prominent con- 
tractor. He sought out McDavit and 
gave him a beating. 

Girl Leaves Home. 

A stormy scene followed at the Mc- 
Donald home and the girl declared she 
would not stay there. 

Nearly two years ago she left home 
and went to Eureka, and later came 
to Los Angeles. She met McDavit 
during this time, it is said, and was 
laduced to return to San Bernardino 
with him. She went to live in a dark- 
ened little room adjoining his office 
in one of the principal business blocks 
in San Bernardino. 

She never left the place, except 
under cover of darkness, and usually 
was taken out for a buggy ride into 
the country late at night that she 
might have a breath of fresh air. 
Four months ago her child was born, 
ang she and a vhysician and the den- 
tist have been the only ores io care 
for it. 

She refuseq.to allow a  hnurse 
to look after her, and for weeks has 
gone about the little room, hugging 
her child to her breast and seeing no 
one except McDavit. 

Room Is Raided. 

After she disappeared she wrote ta 
her parents telling them she would néver 
return. Detectives were put on the case 
ang it was only this week that they 
discovered her whereabouts. They broke 
into the little room. she occupied and 
found her huddled in a corner hiding 
her babe with her body. 

In spite of the treatment she has r-- 
ceived at the hands of the dentist, the 
gic] declares she loves him and beggec 
the officers to not punish him in any 
way, assuming all the blame for her 
condition.

Tells of Baby’s Death. 

Mrs. Myrtle Lose of 2215 Locust street 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday 
of the alleged circumstances of the 
death of her foster-child, Baby Lose, 
at the female hospital. 

“The child was a month old,” she 
said. “Dr. E, J’ Hogan, who examined 
hér at the time I adopted her, told me 
she was in perfect physical condition, 
and he saw no reason why she should 
not grow up strong and healthy. 

“August 5 she had a convulsion, and 4 
physician whom I called in said she 
was suffering from some hereditary dis- 
ease. He suggested that I take her to 
the city dispensary, and I did so. The 
case was diagnosed as spinal meningi- 
tis, but when the baby reached the in- 
fectious ward of: the female hospital, 
Dr. Brooks said there was no symptom 
of meningitis, and she was sent home 
Aug. 9%, 

Another Convelsion. 

“The next day there was another con- 
vulsion, and the day following I took 
the baby to the dispensary. The doctor 
there again said the baby had meningl- 
tis. Dr. Brooks met the ambulance as 
we reached the female hospital, looked 
at the baby, and said there was nothing 
the matter with it. 

“He told me to take the baby home, 
but when I showed him the certificate, 
he said he supposed he would have to 
take it. I carried the baby inside, and 
he took hold of the baby's head and 
shook {t roughly. Three days later, last 
Monday, I was notified that the baby 
was dead.”’ 

Dr. Brooks told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that in. his opinion the Lose 
baby died of inanition, and that he did 
not belleve it had sufficient strength 
when born to: survive. 

“The child was sent here by order of 
the sanitary division of the Board of 
Health to be observed for spinal menin 
gitis,”’ he continued. ‘‘We kept it for a 
number of days, but no symptoms were 
in evidence, so it was sent home. It 
Was returned the second time, but stil! 
we could find nothing wrong. The child 
Gied very suddenly, presumably from 
lack of strength.” 

Dr.. Brooks denied that he had been 
rough with the child at any time. 

Dr. W. A. Rohlfing, the interne at 
the city hospital who treatedt5-year- 
old Edward Begley, told the commit- 
tee that the Begley case was his first 
surgical assignment after his admis- 
sion to the staff, June 1. He said 
that Dr. Bullard, one of the physi- 
clans, told him how to treat the case, 
and he followed his instructions, 

“T handled the case properly while 
I had it,” Rohlfing said, “but for two 
days just before the removal of the 
child I was ill, and my alternate was 
in charge. When .I returned the 
child’s condition was worse. I 
Gressed the wounds carefully before 
the removal from the hospital.” 

Charies W. Hunt, 4038 Juniata street,

He said the 
greed of the physicians in the West 
for money keeps them from doing 
charity work. In the East there is a 
consulation fee of $25, he said, while in 
St. Louis the physicians must be sat- 
isfied with what they get.

Acting Mayor John H. Gundlach

AMENDMENT ADOPTED 
FOR IRON AND STEEL 


Provision Attached to Cotton “.. 
in Senate Likely to Be 


Contested. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Thera was 
an unexpécted move In the Senate today 
when an iron and steel amendment to 
the cotton bill, offered by Senator Ba- 
con of Georgia, a Democrat, was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 28 to &. 

The Bacon amendment was exactly 
similar to the amendment originally of- 
fered by Senator Cummins of Iowa, pro- 
gressive Republican, who withdrew it 
today. It had generally been supposed 
that the Senate would adopt the La Fol- 
lette amendment, and it is likely that 
this amendment wil] be offered later as 
a substitute for the Bacon amendment.

Wiley, the pure food expert, added an- 
other sensation to the House inquiry 
into agricultural department affairs to- 
day when he declared that a ruling ad- 
verre to the so-called “‘corn syrup man- 
ufacturing interests,” promulgated by 
the Bureau of Chemistry, the Food and 
Drug Inspection Board and Secretary 
Wilson himself had~ suddenly been 
changed into & favorable opinion with- 
out being referred to him or his asso- 
ciliates. 

Wiley charged that the manufac- 
turers of this product had offered 
money to permit commercial chemists 


- of the United States to secure opin- 


fons supporting their contention that 

“corn syrup” was a proper name for 

glucose. The Board of Food and 

Drug Inspection, indorsing the Bureas 

of Chemistry, found that “corn syrup” 
was an illegal tablet on glucose. 

“All the board joined in the deci- 
sion.” Dr. Wiley said, “and the deci- 
sion was approved by the Secretary. 
This decision was sent to the print- 
ind office, and was set up and proofs 
taken, but was never sent out. 

“Later an exactly contrary decision 
was published by the three members 
of the Cabinet vested with jurisdic- 
tion in such matters as @ pure food 
decision under the food and drugs act. 

Company “Gets Busy.” 

“In the interval between the prepara- 
tion of our decision and the publication 
of the ruling by the three secretaries, 
| know that the Corn Products Co. was 
very busy. 

“They tried to get certificates from 
chemists, one of whom later became a 
member of the Pure Food Referee 
Board, to show that ‘corn syrup’ was a 
proper:-term for glucose. In one case a 
chemist informed me that he had been 
offered money for such an opinion, but 
he refused it. 

“When I learned this, I wrote to all 
the State chemists in the country who

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HOSPITAL TROUBLES. 
‘The pending ordinance raising the pay of Hos- 
pital Department employes is obviously not the 
remedy for the deplorable conditions there. The 
investigation has progressed far enough to prove 
that. The fundamental trouble is the utter fail- 


oo | Ure of the Hospital Board and the Hospital Com- 


missioner to appreciate the gravity of the sit- 
uation. They argue feebly that they knew con- 
ditions were bad, but that raising wages would 
correct everything. 

They didn’t think it exactly right that patients 
should die indiscriminately, but raising wages 
would change that. They didn’t think it right 
that wards should be unventilated, the suicide of 
insane patients common, the food bad, the rooms 
dirty, the beds infested with vermin, or the eggs 
rotten, but raising the wages would fix every- 
thing. 

Raising’ wages, we are told, will clean out the 
dirt, ventilate the rooms, exterminate the vermin, 
prevent the abuse of patients, make rotten eggs 
fresh, rancid butter sweet, incompetent nurses 
competent and do othér wonders. 

Raising wages will permit two attendants at the 
sanitarium to do the work of six, forbid that an- 
other child’s wounds go undressed for nine days, 
make the visiting staff alert, the nurses kind, the 
internes sympathetic, the food plentiful and gen- 
eral conditions good instead of bad. 

Raising wages is the remedy of Dr. Morfit and 
the Hospital Board. It attests the degree of com- 
petency reflected throughout the institutions. It 
would be unfair and untrue to include every em- 
ploye and doctor and nurse in the sweep of the 
charges. We have no doubt that there are many 
devoted, wise, charitable and competent men and 
women among them. But it is still true that 
every department of endeavor has failed at some 
point and the general supervision and manage- 
ment has failed at every point. 

The Hospital Commissioner and the Hospital 
Board are responsible. In their conduct employes 
reflect. the conduct of their'superiors. They get 
their inspiration from headquarters. The atmos- 
phere of a place is created by the management. 
If the Hospital Commissioner and the Hospital 
Board are not concerned over grimy, vermin-in- 
fested wards, why should the underlings be? If 
the Commissioner and the board think increasing 
wages the best deodorant, why should the under- 
lings not think the same? If the Commissioner 
and the board think the new bill will automatical- 
ly correct evil conditions, why not wait for the 
new bill to do it? 

Of the conditions Hospital Commissioner Morfit 
professes to be fully aware. He has apparently 
been surprised at npne of the revelations. He has 
said repeatedly when told of a particular instance 
of abuse, outrage or incompetency that he knew 
of it and raising wages would correct it. Con- 
structively, the Hospital Board is equally familiar 
with the situation. If it is not it is ‘still more 
derelict. 


‘ 


But it is plain that neither Dr. Morfit nor thef 


members of the board had any keen or adequate 
appreciation of the situation. If any of them 
had his cries would have been echoed back by the 
Illinois bluffs. In an interview before the in- 
vestigation and as a first aid to getting the wage- 
raising bill enacted, Dr. Morfit said: 

I am willing to go on record in saying that 
the inmates of the institutions, especially the 
City Insane Asylum, are treated as mere ani- 
mals, housed and clothed, it is true, but with 
no more-attention than a horse in a stable, 

It seemed to him that this was bad, but that 
it would be changed easily by raising wages. # 

After the first comment on hospital affairs, 
Emil N. Tolkacz, a member of the board, wrote 
to the Post-Dispatch: 

I am at a loss'to know where you get your 
information, and would suggest in a spirit of 
kindness that, if you would take the trouble 
to personally inspect the city institutions or 
talk with those who are familiar with their 
present condition and with their condition a 
little over a year ago, I think you will agree 
with me when I say that a vast improvement 
has taken place. 

Moreover, Mr. Tolkacz volunteered the opinion 
that the editorial in question was “bosh” and 
“without a scintilla of truth,” and, after express- 
ing his aversion to “hewspaper controversy,” con- 
cluded with “after reading your two editorials, I 
felt it my duty to myself, as well as to the citizens 
of St. Louis, to write the facts as I see them and 
know them to exist.”

New Stvle Notes. 


UITE a few slashed skirts are ap- 
pearing, and since all the prom. 
inent dressmakers are featuring 

them these skirts will probably be more 
favorably received than were their pre- 
decessor, the harem skirt. 

These skirts either have the foot hem 
slashed, in which case the pretty foot- 
wear in set off to advantage, or the 
overskirt is left open at the side seam 
to a height anywhere from 10 to W 
inches. 

The slashing solves the problem of 
wearing the very narrow skirts, many 
of which are still seen. These skirts 
wrap the figures about as closely as 
they well can and are worn over an 
underskirt or petticoat, as it is termed, 
of different material. 

One mod 
petticoat white broadcloth with 1%- 
inch wide strips of the blue, stitched on 
vertically, giving the appearance of a 
wide, even blue and white striped skirt. 
The overskirt comes to about two inches 
from being full length, so that the

DOCTORS DECLARE. 
INSURANCE AGENT 
DEFRAUDED THEM 


East Side Physicians Say Dren- 
nan Sold Insurance on False 
Promises. 


HE OFFERED THEM JOBS 


'|Accused Man Denies Charges, 


but His Arrest Is Ordered— 
Health Officer a Victim. 





Jacob Drennan, an insurance agent, 
was held under a bond of $500 Thurs- 
day by Justice Bell of East St. Louis 
on a charge o@fdefrauding seven East 
Side doctors by promising them the 
rosition of medical examiner for his 
company in consideration of their 


‘taking out a policy with him, The 


case was set for preliminary trial 
next Tuesday. 

Drennan’s arrest followeq a meet- 
ing of East St. Louis = physicians 
Wednesday night in. the office of Dr. 
IL. B. Short, Health Commissioner. 
Seven doctors declared they had tak- 
en out policies with Drennan and paid 
amounts ranging from $36 to $104, 
each claiming to have been. promised 
the appointment as local medical ex- 
aminer for the company to succeed 
the present examiner. It was agreed 
that the prosecution of Drennan 
should be in the name of Dr. J. H. 
Fulgham, whose policy cost him $104, 

Drennan Denies Charges. 

In the Bast Side police station Dren- 
nan told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he did not make fraudulent misrepre- 
sentations to the doctors, and that his 
arrest is a case of “sour grapes’’ with 
the physicians. His attorney, D. J. Sul- 
livan. after examining the charges 
against Drennan, declared that the 
charges are “‘only a breach of promise 
if true,’’ and do not constitute a legal 
fraud. 

Drennan has luxurious offices in the 
Murphy Building, East St. Louis, and 
represents the Bankers’ Reserve Life 
Insurance Co. Dr. fFulgham charges 
that he received a message Dec. 9, in 
which Drennan asked him to visit his 
office. He says Drennan there advised 
him that his company was considering 
removing its present medical examiner, 
and that he had chosen Dr. Fulgham 
for the place, if he would accept. He 
told him, Dr. Fulgham says, that it 
would be necessary for him to take out 
an insurance policy in the company be- 
fore he could be appointed: 

Paid $104 for Policy. 

Dr. Fulgham took out a policy and paid 
$i(4, a year’s premium. He said that he 
received the policy, but that the ap- 
pointment did not come as promised. He 
asked Drennan about the delay, ne 
says, and was told that the appoint- 
ment would be made soon and he would 
receive his credentials. 

By comparing notes the following doc- 
tors sav they took out policies after 
the same promises had been made to 
them: Dr. Short, Dr. H. A. Cables, Dr. 
J. A. Sullivan, Dr. O..J. Culbertson and 
Dr. J. C. Caldwell, 

Dr J. C. Etherton, medical examiner 
for the company represented by Dren- 
ran, said Thursday that he Knows noti- 
inz of his proposed removal, and did 
not know of the promises made to the 
other physicians. for his job.
